= week was a big one for jus- 
tice minister Allan Rock. Few 
could envy him as-he faced aimost 
simultaneously the righteous indig- 
nation of Canada’s gun owners and 
fundamentalists. But by Friday he'd 
won the best part of the battle 
against both. With big margins, the 
Commons passed bills stiffening 
gun registration rules and increas- 
ing penalities for hate crimes. The 
hate law debate exposed Christian 


fundamentalists such as Liberal MP 
Roseanne Skoke as cruel bigots.

Some Reformers opposed the 
hate crime laws on the grounds no- 
one should get ‘special rights’. But 
the really hot issue was whether 
hate-motivated violent crimes 
against gay people should be treat- 
ed as seriously as ‘Paki-bashing’ and 
‘Jew-baiting’. 

I can accept, if grudgingly, that 
there might be some decent people 
out there who believe homosexual- 
ity is wrong, and that therefore 
homosexual couples shouldn't be 
eligible for the same benefits as 
married heterosexuals. But it's a 
fot harder to find good motives 
among the fundamentalists and 
right-wing extremists who think gay 
bashing is no more serious than a 
bar room brawl 

Gay bashing is sadly prevalent in 
our city, as well as other Canadian 
centres. To many young men, ho- 
mosexuality is a threat. I suspect 
largely because they see in the ho- 
mosexual a disturbing reflection of 
self, a mirror which must be 
smashed. Egged on by stupid me- 
dia portrayals of gays as 
paedophiles, these young thugs 
think that by making homosexuals 
bleed, they can somehow cleanse 
themselves and assert their super- 
machismo. 

Councillor Michael Phair knows 





all about hatred of gays. Not only 
has he campaigned and triumphed 
against intolerance, he has wit- 
nessed and suffered from more 
hatred than most of us would care 
to contemplate. 


Abusive letters 


In an interview last week, Phair 
talked of the abusive letters and 
telephone calis he's put up with 
during his activist days and even 
since his election to city council 

He tells of coming into work and 
playing back messages telling him 
faggots” should be shot, and that 
you all should be taken to an is- 
land and killed”. 

Most disturbing are the stories 
he tells of gay friends being chased 
and beaten by hoodlums who don't 
like the way they walk, and of the 
man he helped rescue driving home 
one night. “I was driving in the 
other direction”, he says, “I saw 
three fellows jump out ofa van and 
run after a young [gay] man with 
baseball bats”. They rained a few 
blows down on him, but he ¢s-

caped before serious harm was 
done. 

Under current legislation, that 
would be acommon assault worthy 
of little more than a slap on the 
wrists. With the new hate crime 
bill, the courts will take into ac- 
count the terrifying impact such an 
attack has on a person's life, and 
the perpetrators could be looking 
at serious jail time. 

Phair hopes the value of the hate 
crime legislation will be as much to 
avert violent incidents as it will be 
to deal with their aftermath. He 
points out that with call tracing, 
people who make frightening 
threats can face immediate reper- 
cussions, which might dissuade 
them from working up toa physical 
assault. 


Hate crimes 


Phair has just begun campaign- 
ing for the October election. He 
notes that not a single person at 
the 200 doors he’s visited so far 
has criticized the hate crimes leg- 
islation. Although the issue’s not 


in the municipal domain, Phair is 
certainly Edmonton's best known 
gay politician, and if there was a 
groundswell of opinion against 
the bill, he’d have heard about it. 


That poses an interesting ques- 


tion for the Reformers, who all 
voted against. Since they insist self- 
righteously that they always follow 
the views of their constituents, one 
wonders what kind of polling they 
did that made them so sure people 
feel gays shouldn't be protected 
from hatred? 

While bigotry has always beena 
big part of the appeal of Reform, 
it’s a littke disappointing that 
Prime Minister Chrétien allows 
flakes like Skoke and fellow reli- 
gious rightist Tom Wappel to stay 
in the Liberal Caucus. With no 
serious opposition and a big ma- 
jority, he could do them and 
everyone else a favor by asking 
them to leave. Even though they 
apparently can't see it, there's 
obviously nothing Liberal about 
their views, and they'd surely be 
happier sitting with Preston and 
his fundamentalist friends. C

Although White served on city

They can offer 
suggestions, praise and criticism 
and businesses can use it as a 
valuable way to reach current 
customers, find new customers 
and find out what people think 
of their products. 


Marketing tool 


Rick Broadhead, a Toronto- 
based MBA student has 
co-authored a book on the Inter- 
net’s potential as a tool for 
business. The Canadian Internet 
Advantage by Broadhead and Jim 
Carroll, the Toronto Star's elec- 
tronic mail columnist, discusses 
not only the 'net’s value as a sales 
tool — “buy it here,” but as a 
marketing tool — “let me tell you 
about my company/product.” 

Broadhead, in Edmonton last 
week, said many businesses don't 
realize the full potential the Inter- 
net can offer 

“If you're not on-line are you 
going to be out of business in a few 
years? No — but companies are 
going to want to do business 
through the Internet and if you're 
not there, you may not get their 
business.” 

Broadhead uses the Snapple site 
as an example of how valuable cus- 
tomer input can be. If the makers 
of Snapple don’t tune into their 
customers, he says, you can bet 
their competitors will be watching 
for ideas. 

“Why can'tI get Orangeade where 
I live?” whines one drinker, in a 


serious state of Snapple withdraw- 
al. Since the discussions began, the 
Powers That Be at Snapple monitor 
the site regularly, but don’t inter- 
fere or comment on _ the 
suggestions, Broadhead writes. 

That's because they feel Snapple 
is marketed best through word-of- 
mouth, “withouta lot of interference 
from the company.” 

And because many people are 
extremely resistant to the Inter- 
net's growing commerciality, 
companies have to be very careful 
about how they approach market- 
ing on the ‘net. 

“It’s a fourth medium,” says 
Broadhead, “It has its own culture, 
traditions and values.” One of thase 
being that unsolicited advertising 
— or “junk mail” — is absolutely 
unacceptable. 

Sending out junk mail, he says, 
will bring about the wrath of ’net 
users who will try and shut down 
your computer connection to the 
Internet, stuff your e-mail box full 
of angry letters, phone you, fax you 
— basically make life miserable. 

“The way to do it is to establish 
your own site and make it known 
in commercial directories.” Sowho 
is using the Internet succesfully for 
business? 

Broadhead cites examples like 
Goodyear Tires (<http:// 
www.goodyear.com>) who have es- 
tablished a “tire school” with helpful 
advice about good tire care and ex- 
planations of tire terminology. The 
Goodyear site hasa labelled diagram 
of a tire and information about how 
to “read” your tires. 

This type of site will build cus- 
tomer loyalty and name 
recognition, says Broadhead. 
“You're not going to run out and 
buy a tire, but you'll remember 
that name.” 

Another example he points to is 
the Toronto Dominion Bank, which 
posts useful financial information 
(<http://www.tdbank.ca/tdbank>) 
and includes topics like How do I 
Buy a Home? and What Kinds of 
Mortgages Are There?

82nd Avenue's 
best-kept secret 
just got befter 
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McBride’s experience belies his years

e’s the new old man of jazz. At 

a very precocious 23 years of 
age, bass player Christian McBride 
boasts enough credits to last him a 
lifetime. 

At an age when most musicians 
are just beginning to find their feet, 
McBride has clocked in more than 
90 albums as a sideman. The truth 
of the matter is, it’s hard not to pick 
up something and not see McBride 
credited for his work 

Here’s a partial list of his session 
work: Diana Krall, Bobby Watson, 
Betty Carter, Pat Metheny, Cryus 
Chestnut, Freddie Hubbard, Josh- 
ua Redman, Joe Henderson, and 
Benny Green 

So what's his secret? “I don’t 
know,” said McBride in a phone 
interview. “I wish I could tell you. 
That’s the way most jazz cats get

work. Somebody gets the word out 
and there’s a snowball effect.” 

As if that wasn’t enough, the 
young lion has just released his first 
solo effort, Gettin’ to It (Verve). The 


title track pays tribute to McBride's 
idol, James Brown. 

McBride is modest. “A lot the 
material is pretty old,” he says of 
the new recording. “I wrote a lot 
of it in high school. James Brown 
has been my number one main man 
ever since I was a kid, so the title 
track isn’t really so subtle.” 

Has Brown heard the album? 
McBride laughs. “Martha High, one 
of his back-up singers, told me she 
saw the CD in his car, so 1 hope 
he’s listening to it.” 

While McBride obviously appre- 
ciates the funk thang, he’s got his 
own reasons for turning to jazz. As 
a kid growing up in Philadelphia, 
McBride dug R & B. But he says he 
drifted into jazz as he studied 
acoustic bass. 

“I met Wynton Marsalis in high 
school and that was the event that 
turned it around for me.” 

McBride says he likes to chan- 
nel soul’s energy into jazz. “Jazz 
gives you a chance to put your 
personality into the music, where- 
as in soul, with 20 other guys 
playing, you don’t get much of an 
opportunity to do that.” 


Edmonton audiences can check 
out McBride’s personality for them- 
selves when he plays the Yardbird, 


June 26, as part of this year’s Jazz 


City Festival. 


Big crowds 


It's not McBride's first time to 
River City. He’s appeared here be- 
fore with both pianist Benny Green 
and saxophonist Joshua Redman. 
“It was great,” recalls McBride. “In 
that room, crowds are very into it.’ 

Redman is also part of the crack 
outfit on McBride's CD. In fact, the 
bass player is accompanied by a 
who's who of today’s young talent. 

Also demonstrating their chops 
are piano player Cyrus Chestnut; 
trumpet player Roy Hargrove; and 
drummer Lewis Nash. 

Nor can one discount, “Splanky,”’ 
a triple bass attack with Milt Hin- 
ton and Ray Brown. 

Of course, if McBride comes 
close to emulating anyone, it is Ray 
Brown, one of the form's most 
dependable players. McBride says 
he met the veteran musician a cou- 
ple of years ago. 


“It was a wonderful experienc¢ 
says McBride. But he tempers tha; 
statement with: “It was so intim; 
dating to be around him. He , 
played with so many legends. By 
he told me to play what I feel. He 
genuine and he makes you fe 
right at home.” 

The band McBride brings to th, 
Yardbird will consist of Tim War;

Last January, David Babcock 
heeded the call to go west, young 
man. The musician packed his sax- 
ophone, moved out of his 

Edmonton flat, and tore down the 

Coquahalla to seek his fortune. 

In March, Babcock moved again 

— this time back to Edmonton 

“Just to break there would have 

taken years,” said Babcock, 34, 

about his brief relocation. “Once I 

got there and had a real good look 
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After life in Van, bandleader Babcock jumps back 


around, it wasn’t a scene I wanted 
to be a part of.” 

That's quite an ironic statement 
for someone who was actually born 
in Vancouver, although he’s been 
living in the Edmonton area since 
he was 11 

For the last 15 years, Babcock 
fostered himself a reputation for 
being one of the most in-demand 
reedsmen in this city, but his so- 
bering Lotusland experience was 
hardly indicative of a big-fish-small- 
pond vet who suddenly found 
himself out of his league. 

“I noticed there was a lot of real- 
ly good players in Vancouver, but 
they weren’t working that much. 
When I was there, I was working 
more than most guys, but it was all 
stuff that I'd done before.” 

Babcock got a fair chunk of ses- 
sion and sideman work — hardly 
the choice for someone who sought 
Vancouver as a creative outlet. To 
make matters worse, he had it up 
to his kiester with the musical 
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cliques running the city. 
Now fronting a band called the 
Groove Merchants (with keyboard- 
ist Bruce Mohcasy, guitarist Greg 
Smith and drummer Greg Fergu- 
son) every Saturday at the Cafe 
Paradiso (The Coffee Cup Cafe), 
Babcock is anything but humble 
over his return. 
“In some ways, 
whole new lease on life,”

New perspective 


“Although I didn’t find what I was 
looking for out there, I did realize 
what was important to me. I got a 
whole new perspective of Edmonton. 
I was in a rut when I left here, and 
going away was a good way to shake 
myself out of that.” 

Babcock was in more than just a 
rut. Before he left, he was exhaust- 
ed and feeling the strains of 
playing, arranging music and book- 
ing gigs for two working bands: 
local jazz faves Jump Orchestra and 


an R&B cover outfit called The 
Devotees. 

Jump, in particular, was a more 
frustrating endeavor. 

After releasing a CD, Both Feet, 
in 1992, they managed to sell 750 
copies of the record independent- 
ly. However, a national deal with 
Trend left pieces gathering dust on 
record shelves elsewhere. Their 
"Too Little Too Late" video got 
scant airplay. 

The big band-oriented sounds of 
Jump also didn’t go over too well 
with booking agents outside the 
province. That, and a gradual evap- 
oration of a membership that once 
swelled at eight, forced Babcock to 
fly the coop. 

Now that he's back, he has no 
regrets over returning to Oiltown, 
where his group is happy playing 
everything from be-bop to acid-jazz. 

“Edmonton's a good place to 
base yourself in; it’s a good place 
to live. The jazz scene is way better 
here than in Vancouver.” e

esson number one: Never con 
duct an interview in a loud res- 

taurant. For one, you won't be able 
to hear what your subject is saying. 
And two, you'll have to wait until 
you're finished eating before you 
can ask any questions. Either that 
or the person you're interviewing 
will have to talk and chew at the 
same time. 

These are the problems jazz gui- 
tarist Ralph Pretz and I run into as 
we sit in the Hard Rock Café, try- 
ing to talk about his debut 
independent album, Hold That 
Thought, now available in local 
record stores 

Fortunately for me, the St. Albert 
musician doesn’t mind talking with 
his mouth full of spinach salad. “It’s 
great,” he laughs. “Getting real 
mileage out of it.” 

That’s not to say he’s a barbari- 
an. He’s simply just a laid-back kind 
of guy with a great sense of humor. 
Then again, what else would you 
expect from a 34-year-old musician 
who once played guitar in Shroud of 
Memphis — an Elvis-cover band with 
The Edmonton Journal's Alan Kel- 
logg? “He's not bad,” says Pretz of 
Elvis. “For a white guy.” 

Pretz himself is a white guy — 
but he wasn’t always a guitar player. 
His first instrument, in fact, was the 
accordion. “Parents’ idea of course, 
put the child on an instrument,” he 
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says with a note of embarrassment 
in his voice. “I was six.” 

Six years later, Pretz traded in his 
accordion for the much cooler 
sounds of the guitar: Armed with a 
Raven acoustic-electric axe, Pretz 
began to teach himself rock n’ roll 
tunes by artists such as Jimi Hen- 
drix. During his days at Archbishop 
O'Leary High school, he played in 
a few rock bands — and then it was 
off to Grant MacEwan Community 
College: That's when he made the 
switch to jazz music. 

“I was influenced a lot by Grant 
MacEwan,” he explains. “I was lis- 
tening to jazz before that — but 
when | got there, I was right into 
it.” Pretz says he learned a lot while 
he was there. “Understanding the 
music more and appreciating it. 
Learning more harmony and theo- 
ry about music. And the interaction 
of playing a lot, practising for many, 
many hours a day.” 


Aspiring musicians 


After graduating from college, 
Pretz did what many aspiring musi- 
cians do but are too ashamed to 
admit: play in a cover band. “Terri- 
ble,” he mumbles. In fact, to this 
day, he still can’t listen to “Maneat- 
er” by Hall and Oates without 
breaking into a cold sweat. 

Pretz admits he still occasionally 
does the “weddings/parties/any- 
thing” circuit — although his main 
love now is composing. “I actually 
started composing when I was back 
in college, but I was always too 
critical... I'd listen to it and say ‘oh, 
that’s neat,’ and then | put it away. 
Then I'd come back to it a few years 





later and go, ‘oh, that was just ter 
rible. How could I ever put th. 
down?” He shakes his head. 

Pretz finally started concentratin 
on composing in 1989, when th 
band he was playing with at the tin 
decided to submit a song for a com 
pilation album sponsored by th« 
Alberta Recording Industry Associa 
tion. As luck would have it, the band 
picked Pretz to write a winning song 
— and win it did. Not only did i 
make it onto the compilation, h: 
ended up garnering an ARIA jaz 
composition award for the tune 

Since that time, Pretz has been 
doing some serious composing. Bui 
it wasn’t until July 26, 1994 that he 
actually got around to recording his 
first album, Hold That Though! 
with the aptly-named Ralph Pret 
Quartet (featuring pianist Chris 
Andrew, bassist Rubim de Toledo 
and drummer Lyle Molzan). Even 
then, Pretz says he wasn't planning 
to record an entire album. In faci 
he was only supposed to recor 
three songs for Shaw Cable» 
Project Discovery series. But alte! 
the foursome finished up thos¢ 
tunes, Pretz was hit with anothe! 
stroke of good fortune. 

“Then the recording engineer [0! 
the project said ‘well, it’s too bad 
you didn’t have some more stuff to 
do, ‘cause everything’s set up, ““ 
could just do more,” Pretz explains 
“And I said, ‘well, as a matter 0! 
fact I do.’ So he said, ‘slip me so™ 
money — a couple hundred ol 
lars — and we'll just keep going.

Some Paglianisms sound strange 
no matter whether they're in or out 
of context, such as “Michaclangelo 
is a pornographer.” When hearing 
her speak, it's like an academic ma- 
chine gun, except that academics 
don't use four-letter words. In a 
way, she's the Howard Stern of the 
academe set, willing to say and do 
anything to get a reaction 

A fervent successor to ‘60s Cana- 
dian media guru (and native 
Edmontonian) Marshall McLuhan, 
Paglia stated in an interview in the 
first issue of Wired that she hates 
reading serious novels. Why? Be- 
cause the merging of image, sound, 
and ideas present in pop culture 
are (in her words) “way beyond the 
novel.” It's not that Saul Bellow 
isn't worth reading; it’s just that its 
medium isn't hip enough 

Paglia has two other things going 
for her in the savage world of rat- 
ings. For one thing, ‘60s and ‘70s 
ideals are experiencing something 
of a comeback nowadays (Paglia is 
for controlled legalization of drugs, 
by the way), and Paglia is still a 
creature of the ‘60s. 

But Paglia, an outspoken lesbian 
feminist, is also riding a backlash 
against... feminism — or, rather, the 
conventional “male-bashing” femi- 
nism that blames men for, well, just 
about everything. In fact, her most 
notorious book, Sexual Personae: 
Art and Decadence from Neffertiti 
to Emily Dickinson, is on one level 
a blow-by-blow criticism of the fem- 
inist movement.

Instead of seriously considering 
the machine's potential to make the 
parents of the world see the bene- 
fits of “‘piaing their screaming 
whiny brats a plethora of Batman 
merchandise, Bruce Wayne (Vai 
Kilmer) fires Nygma. How did this 
guy ever get to be so rich? 

in order to get his revenge on 
Wayne, Nygma adopts a gimmick for 
his evil arch-villain persona. He 
teams up with Two Face (Tommy 
Lee Jones) and they spend the next 
110 minutes getting even with 
Wayne and his alter ego, Batman. 

Along the way, Wavne/Batman be- 
comes involved with a relationship 
with a sexy tease of a pop-psychol- 
ogist (Chase Meridian, played by 
Kidman). 

Wayne collects a pet human in 
the form of Dick Grayson (Chris 
O'Donnell), who has been or- 


es 


zled by the mega-budget forced on 
him by Warner Brothers that he 
didn’t seem to notice that writers 
Lee, Janet Scott Batchler and Akiva 
Goldsman provided a script that 
confused gimmickry with actual 
plot complications and replaced 
kinky adult sexuality with a con- 
stant stream of smarmy one-liners 

One promising set-up that wasn't 
paid off was the hint that Wayne 
might have been, in some tangen- 
tial way, responsible for his parents’ 
deaths. This would have explained 
a lot of Wayne’s neurosis in the first 
two films. 

While Kilmer is a credible Bat- 
man, as Wayne he is not the 
tight-mouthed, stoop-shouldered, 
rich dweeb that Michael Keaton was 
in the previous Batman outings. I 
know that it’s only a cartoon, but 
even Wile E. Coyote has to react to 
an anvil-dropping universe in a 
credible manner that we humans 
can relate to 

On the upside, this is Carrey’s 
most watchable performance. It 
seems he was able to reach the Jer- 
ty Lewis Lobe of his brain. And 
while the patter between Chase and 
Wayne/Batman has the same retard- 
ed sexuality found in your average 
AC/DC album, what is interesting 
is the weird triangle that plays out: 
Chase is attracted to Batman, but 
repulsed by Wayne, much to the 
chagrin of him and his crime-fight-

| aah your crystal pyramids and 
quartz rocks at home: It's not 
the New Age Orchestra but the Now 
Age Orchestra that plays in the 
Media room at the U of A’s Fine 
‘Arts Building on Jun. 23-24. 


Although the “New Age” cefer- 
ence is deliberate, “Now Age” is 
probably a better description of the 
NAO’s mandate: to perform 20th 
century classical music. More than 
that, though, the orchestra’s name 
tries to capture what Russell White- 
head and company see as one of 
the essences of music 

“There are times in any concert 
when time stops,” says Whitehead, 
Artistic Director of the NAO. “Eve- 
ryone is in that moment; everyone 
is paying attention to the perform-

ers. Our goal is to make each mo- 
ment like that, to keep the audience 
in the now.” 

Example: the unorthodox seating 
arrangement. The audience is seat- 
ed around the orchestra and 
dancing area. Only one wall is with- 
out people. The whole purpose is 
to invite the audience into the 
musical works, rather than giving 
the works to them 

Then there’s the seamless pro- 
duction — seamless because there 
are to be no intermissions. In be- 
tween each of the five pieces, there 
will be a kind of transition piece 
created by local composer John 
McPherson — kind of like Terry 
Gilliam’s linking animations in 
Monty Python. Go to the bathroom 
before the concert. 

The pieces themselves follow the 
old saying, “Never trust anything 
over 30.” The oldest work comes 
from the ancient days of 1978 — 
Quentin Tarantino's favorite dec- 
ade.

Aperghis, makes use of a relatively 
unused technique called extended 
voice. 

The extended voice technique 
stems (loosely) from regular opera, 
and is an almost continuous voice 
playing over a bed of continuous 
sound. The idea, says Whitehead, 
“is to create an event that's taking 
place. 


Imaginative process 


“If, say, the music calls for a 
bullet to go whizzing by, the singer 
has to create that image in voice. 
In another sense, using the idea 
that auras of the body have differ- 
ent colors, Michelle (the extended 
vocalist) has to create these colors 
in sound. It’s a very imaginative 
process.” 

Imaginative, but not improvised. 
Pratically every segment of the per- 
formance, from the music itself to 
the movement and lighting, has 
been painstakingly choreographed 
and rehearsed for several months. 


“A Blur To Me Now” 


It has to be: for one thing, the 
entire concert has more movement 
and lighting effects than an Andrew 
Lloyd Webber musical. And the 
work that incorporates the most 
dance, “Timepieces” by local com- 
poser Howard Bashaw, has a 


whopping 17 movements — the 
shortest one being a mere five sec- 
onds long. 


The NAO actually got the chance 
to talk to Bashaw, giving them a 
new insight into the feelings behind 
the work. Similarly, they worked 
quite closely with John McPherson 
for the final piece, “Through the 
Eyes of a Child,” which has its 
world premiere at the concert. 

Lest this sound far too heavy for 
the casual classical guy, Whitehead 


assures me that they don’t take 
themselves too seriously. “‘Propos 
(The second piece) should be }j- 
larious. 1 am the consciousness «/ 
this ordinary guy, and have a kind 
of conversation with his subcon 
sciousness. We always don't ge; 
along with our subconscious, and 
based on our rehearsals, it can by 
quite hilarious.” 

This concert is something of 
pilot project for a possible series 
of similar 20th century music 
works. If things go well, we can 
expect more of the same. Well 
really, more of the different. Tha;

ost musicians are deluded into 
thinking they have something 

important to say to the world. And 
many journalists like to think 
they’re talking to people who have 
something important to say. 

But spend 20 minutes with the 
members of Toronto’s latest band 
of the moment — Rusty — and you 
may start to question why music 
publications even exist. 

The four-man band doesn’t real- 
ly have a lot to say about 
themselves. During our recent, 
brief interview at a Whyte Avenue 
restaurant, the punk rock veterans 
seemed more interested in eating 
than answering questions. 

Rusty is actually an amalgamation 
of two bands — singer Ken Mac- 
Neil and bassist Jim Moore of One 
Free Fall and guitarist Scott McCul- 
lough of the Doughboys. The three 
got together last year after One Free 
Fall — er, fell apart. After spending 
some time recording some tunes 
with drummer Bob Vespaziani, they 
decided to release it as an EP last 
December. It became an instant hit, 
selling about 4,000 copies — in 
Toronto, that is. 

“Then we wrote about six more 
songs and went in and recorded 
them. And then we're putting the 
two together and releasing it (as an 
album),” says MacNeil, crammed 
into one of the booths with Moore 
and McCullough at the Renford Inn 
on Whyte’s 24-hour diner. (The 
band’s newest member — drummer 
Mitch Perkins sits behind us at an 
equally-packed booth.) 


That new album is Fluke. Thanks 
to a new distrubution deal with 
BMG and a full recording contract 
with TAG in the U.S., Fluke was 
released Canada-wide June 11 and 
will be out state-side on July 11 

According to the band, the al 
bum’s title has two meanings 
“happy accident” or “worm.” Mac 
Neil begins to say he thinks Rusty 
is more like the former when hx 
gets side-tracked by the food arriv- 
ing at the table. 

“Oh, that looks great,” he says of 
Moore's garden salad. “Now why 
didn’t I get that? I like the looks of 
that.” 


New songs 


MacNeil admits there was som 
pressure in recording the new 
songs — given the success of the 
band’s first five. 

“People who wrote really lovely 
things about our EP are cafling 
asking for the record. It sort of 
freaks me out, because I’m think 
ing ‘what if they hate it?’” the 
dreadlocked singer raises his voice 

As he anxiously waits for his own

y first encounter with Vancou- 
M...; seminal punk group, The 
Subhumans, was a halcyon summer 
16 years ago when our pro-mari- 
juana lobby group (now defunct) 
booked them to play a smoke-in in 
Borden Park. 

Back then I was a naive 17-year- 
old (Do your own math to figure 
out how old I am, Slackers!) about 
to get my first real taste of the dark- 
est, most direct protest music in 
recorded human history. 

Goodbye “Blowin’ In The Wind.” 
Hello “Slave To My Dick.” 

“I remember the gig,” said bass- 
ist/songwriter Gerry Useless (nee 
Hannah). “One of the other groups 
(The Smarties) brought a huge safe- 
ty pin prop on stage. We weren't 
really keen on that. It seemed so 
pretentious.” 

Useless, along with original sing- 
er Brian “Wimpy Roy” Goble 
(current D.O.A. bassist), is reform- 
ing the “subversive” Subhumans for 
a cross-country tour of Western 
Canada. One of their whistle stops 
will bring them to Edmonton at The 
Rev Jun. 29. 


Squamish Five 


One of those nasty, annoying 

impediments that kept Useless from 
playing with The Subhumans was a 
Stretch in the big house for his part 
in The Squamish Five, an activist 
group that bombed a Litton plant 
a series of Red Hot Video 
stores. 
,_ Useless was astonishingly candid 
about the subject. “It was a 10-year 
sentence, and now it’s behind me. 
I was on parole until last May. The 
parole board had cautioned me on 
release from prison that I had bet- 
ter stay out of controversy, 
particularly political stuff. It was a 
warning that they gave me verbal- 
ly, but wouldn’t commit to paper. 
The one time | did speak out in 
the media, was that I did an inter- 
view with BCTV regarding the CBC 
movie Direct Action — which I 
thought was a horrendous piece of 
shit.” 

The movie portrayed Useless as 
4 guileless, long-haired street mu-

Following their loving restoration work 
on David Bowie's old RCA titles 
Rykodisc has decided to tackle the star 
of this year’s Edmonton Folk Music Fes- 
tival. They’ve repacked his original Co- 
lumbia releases into “two-in-one” pack- 
ages, added some live or previously 
unreleased material to each disc and 
enlisted Mr. Costello himself to write 
some liner notes commenting on each 
release. The results are akin to a tour 
through your in-laws’ family album 
You’re somewhat familiar with the peo- 
ple, places and faces, but you never 
realized all the untold tales that lay just 
below the surface of all those Polaroids 
until the photographer himself started 
telling the stories. 

Both Punch the Clock and Gaodbye Crue! 
World date from the 1980s, a time when 
Elvis-Costello’s first brush with fame 
had subsided and he was in the process 
of solidifying his reputation as one of 
the master songwriters in contempo- 
rary music. Tracks like Clock’s “Every- 
day | Write the Book” and World’s “Only 
Flame in Town” (a duet with Daryl! Hall) 
were big records in Britain. Having those 
songs available on CD along with 
Costello’s commentary on the Falkland 
Islands War (“Shipbuilding,” a song that 
features a shimmering trumpet solo from 
Chet Baker) or the original version of 
“The Comedians” (reworked and re- 
corded by Roy Orbison in one of his 
last recording sessions) isn’t an audio 
reclamation project that compares with
